The defense motion for change of 
venue was demed Aug. 18 by Supe:

Students carried a resolution to 
the National Women's Studies As 
sociation Conterence in June, to 
protest the March 17 dissolution of 
the Women's Studies Board by 
Roger Leezer, Dean of the School of 
Arts and Sciences 


The resolution asked the NWSA 
to condemn Leezer's action, and 
urged the reconstitution of the pre 
vious Women’s Studies Board. It 
also asked that the NWSA officers 
write the CSUC chancellor, the 
CSUS president, the academic vice 
president, the dean of the School af 
Arts and Sciences, and the coordina

The Student Caucus of the NWSA 
sent a letter to CSUS President W

nonrepresentative steering comrnt 
tee is totally contrary to what we, as 
Women Studies students, believe to 
be a valid decision-making body for 
Women Stuches Programs.”

A CSUS student considered 
himself “lucky to be alive” Sunday 
might after he was injured in a 
head-first jump off of the Guy West 
Bridge into the American River at 
5:30 Friday evening

The 21-year-oldman, who asked 
not to be identihed, suffered a deep 
gash on the top of his head that 
required nine stitches to close. He 
was able to avoid a more serious 
imyury by slowing his momentum and 
protecting his head with his arms 


Following the jump, the student 
was able to swim to shore and walk 
to University Avenue where he was 
aided by paramedics and ambulance 
personnel, He was treated at a local 
hospital and released later that 
evening 

The man was with a friend when 
the accident occurred. The dive was 
hes first jump off of the bridge of the 
day. He had pamped off af the bridge 
before, but mostly last summer when 
the water level of the river was 
higher. He estumated the depth of the 
spot where he hit his head at about 
13 leet deep 


“lam lucky all around,” the man 
said alte: the injury. “l could be dead 
right now.” The injury will not keep 
the man from attempting similar 
dives in the future, he said. “I have 
promised a couple of people that | 
won't jump from that height again, 
bui | enjoy pumping. Maybe not that 
particular bndge or from that partic- 
ular height. . .” 


“I don't suggest people to dive off 
of the bridge and | wouldn't tell 
anybody to jurnp off of it either,” he 
cautioned, “I am just lucky to be 
alive,” 
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lecturer Charges Sexual Harassment 








While researching the problem of sexual harrassment 
in society, Hornet reporter Tom Dresslar uncovered an 
actual case filed at CSUS in 1980. 

In the third and final part of his series, Dresslar will 
look at efforts to alleviate the harrassment problem at 
CSUS as well as offer a critique on the effectiveness of 
current grievance procedures. 

When full-time criminal justice lecturer Barbara 
Yaley volunteered for a post on a CSUS veteran's 
assistance committee, she did not know her initiative 
would make her the target of sexual harrassment. 

Durning a criminal justice department faculty meeting to 
select the departments’ representative on the committee, 
two male colleagues, Professors Charles Ladley and 
Robert Ryan, quickly questioned Y aley's credentials. For 
what reasons did they deem Yaley unqualified to help 
veterans? 

Ladley sd the only contact Yaley ever had with 
veterans was in a pitched tent outside army training 
barracks. With similar reasoning, Ryan said the depart- 
ment's delegate should be a man, not a woman. In short, 
they offered no evidence, only harassment. 

Since joining the criminal justice faculty in the Fa.. of 
1978, Yaley suffered in what she terms the department's 
“general climate of sexual harassment,” Ryan once 
confronted her with students present and wondered aloud 
about how he could call her a doctor. 

Yaley holds a doctorate in History of Human 
Consciousness from UC Santa Cruz 

At other times Ryan walked by Yaley’s office singing, 
“Thank heaven for little girls.” At least once, department 
chair William Melrucoe told her she had ‘the best looking 
legs in the department.” 

Finally, in June 1980, alter enduring two years of 
sexual harassment, Y aley filed a “Request for Discyphnary 
Action” with the CSUS Vice President for Academic 
Affairs. The complaint cited the department's climate of 
sexual harassment in general, and the actions of Ladley. 
Ryan and Melnicoe specifically. 

In a recent interview, Yaley elaborated on the “general 
climate.” Y aley said, “Comments, innuendos and outright 
passes were overlooked. The department had only a 
superfluous manner of dealing with the problem because 
the people who treated the problem were the people who 
were the offenders.” 

CSUS President Lloyd Johns appointed Donald 
Gillott, dean of the School of Engineenng, to investigate 
Yaley's case. According to Gillott, “I found that many of 
the things she complained about in some way existed.” 

Gillott said he thought some of the incidents were 
unintentional and absent of actual malice. Based on his 
findings, Gillott found no cause for discipline, but 
recommended that the Criminal Justice department's 
working conditions “be looked into.” 

In a June 2, 1981 letter, Johns rendered his decision, 
based on Gillott's recommendations. Johns’ decision, 
which some sources call a tacit recognition of the validity 
of Yaley's charges, requires the department chair 
(Melnicoe) to distribute a written notice to the faculty 
explasning “that the University will not tolerate unproles- 
sional conduct, nor will it permit harassment of any 
person.” 

The letter also directs the dean of the School of Health 

and Human Services to determine if a “degradation of 
working conditions” exists in the criminal justice 
department and if female students generally feel much of 
the faculty resent “women in the Criminal Justice 
programs.” None of these actions has yet been ac. 
ce : 
Dr. Yaley no longer teaches at CSUS. Melnicoe chose 
not to re-hire her as a lecturer for the 1981 academic year. 
While not directly accusing Meinicoe of retribution, Y aley 
and others strongly suspect her filing of sexual harassment 
charges is the prime reason she was not re-appointed 

Melnicoe, who Yaley described as ‘my champion 
before the filing,” claims he had no choice but to let Yaley 
go. He says it was his understanding that the maximum 
tenure for lecturers 1s three years. 

However, one course of action was open to Melnicoe 
had he desired to retain Yaley. According to the 1981-82 






equipment, salety, and wilderness tech 


Faculty Manual, the three-year maximum applies to 
appointecs re-hired through alfirmative action waiver 
exempting them from normal recruitment procedures, as 
was the case with Yaley. After the third year, the 
appointee can apply with others if the position is nationally 
advertised, Melnicoe, in effect, deleted Yaley’ slot by 
failing to advertise. 

According to sources who requested anonymity, 
Yaley’s absence means the loss of a teacher respected by 
peers and students alike. “The need for Barbara is clear 
and evident. Her classroom teaching was outstanding. Ii 
this university stands for teaching excellence, we lost one 
helluva teacher,” said one source. Another said, “She had 
tremendous rapport with students. Her problem was she 
wasn't subservient.” 

Another source of friction between Y aley and Meimcoe 
ws a letter of censure placed in Yaley's personnel file after 
she accused Melnicoe of falsely stating a CSUS sociology 
professor would become a full-tme member of criminal 
justice and teach one of Yaley's juvenile delinquency 
classes 

Yaley said two faculty members told her that Meinicoe 
knew of her disciplinary action request at the time, and that 
his memo concerning the sociology professor was intended 
to warn Yaley her days with criminal justice were 
numbered. Melnicoe, who demes knowing about Yaley's 
complaint before writing the disputed memo, issued a 
documented rebutial to Yaley's charge of distributing false 
informtion 

Yaley subsequently informed Melmcoe she would not 
be able to answer faculty requests to prove her allegation 
because she was under administration advice not to 
discuss the matter further. F.ven alter two professors 
independently proved her charge, Yaley remained silent 
According to Yaley, Melnicoe obtained the censure vote 
at a Thanksgiving eve faculty meeting with barely a 
quorum attending. 

As for the specific charges in Yaley's “Request for 
Disciphnary Action,” Melnicoe says his comment about 
her legs was a jocular attempt to defuse a tense situation. 
“Sexism and discrimination doesn't exist m this depart- 
ment,” says Melmcoe. Melmicoe is on record as supporting 
sexual equality and the integration of women in law 
enforcement. 

The gap between word and deed can be a wide one, to 
be sure. Even if the situation was tense, which Yaley 
denies, what made Melnicoe think his colleague would 
appreciate such a comment about her body? By prarsing 
her body only, and not her intellectual or professional 
abilities, he asserted her sex role over her professional role 
and sexually harassed her. 

Ladley labeled Yaley's charges “absolute bullshit,” 
and said he merely made bantenng, joking comment: that 
were interpreted as sexist at the veteran's committee 
representtive selection meeting. Other sources coninm 
Ladley made the “pitched tent’ comment alleged by 
Yaley. 

Some of Ladley’s female students complained to at 
least three CSUS proessors about his alleged use of sexist 
and racist jokes in lectures. If true, his lectures violate his 
students’ right to a classroom free of derogatory use of sex 
and race. Ladiey says students learn “a lot more when 
they ‘re relaxed through humor.” 

Ryan refused to comment on the case, but rehable 
sources again confirm the validity of Yaley's charges 
against him. 

Melmcoe makes a distinction between “incidents of 
insensitivity” and sexual harassment. His distinction does 
not survive reflecton. The incidents iblustrate insensitivity 
to the need of a colleague to be recognized as a fellow 
professional, not merely as a sex object. In other words, 
the “incidents of insensitivity” are actually sexual 
harassment. 

Ryan perhaps best summed up criminal justice's 
attitude towrd sexual harassment. Alter lamentng this 
reporter's lack of credentials, he said The Hornet should 
cover more important stones like the poor conditon of 
totlets in the men's latrines TOM DRESSLAR

Since Larry Robinson, the senate

tional Relations major Mark Bittners’ 
story was typical. 

“We were standing in front of the 
main gate trying to stop buses from 
getting inside,” Bittner said. “The 
C.H.P. told us over the loudspeaker 
to disperse. We sat down, and they 
came in and hauled us of ” 

Bittner said that. h¢“2§ s then 
numbered on the forearm with a fc. 


pen. 

“The first thing | thought of was 
what the Jews must have felt like 
during the holocaust,” said Bittner. 

The arrested protesters were then 
loaded on buses and taken to the 
gymnasium of a nearby community 
college. There they would spend the 
next two to three days waiting to be 
arraigned. 

During their stay at ‘Hotel Diablo’, 
protesters ate carrots, celery, peanut 
butter and stale white bread. They 
slept on thin mattresses spread out 
across the wooden floor. 

In court, Bittner said the judge 
treated everyone the same although 
he did seem somewhat sympathetic. 

“They charged us with trespass 
jing and failure to disperse,” said 
Bittner. “They dropped one of those 
charges if you would plead guilty or 
no contest to the other. | pleaded 
innocent to both charges and they 
released me an my own recognizance.” 

Bittner said he signed a power of 
attorney clause that would allow him 
and over 300 others who pleaded

Duran said the CSUS CAMP will 
be a model, “We are unique with 
staff members qualified in hnguistics, 
anthropology, and applied social 
sciences 
: Duran said the staff will use an 
anthropological approach, applying 
observation of cultural differences to 
improve educational opportunities 

Migrant students will enter col 
lege through special admissions 
Counselors will help develop class 
schedules. closely monitoring the 
students’ progress. Financial assist 
ance will provide tuition, fees, and a 
monthly stipend for books, supphes

“We will try to create a natural 
support system to help migrant

“But no other society is as mobile 
as ours,’ Duran said, “everyone 
changes jobs, accepts promotions, 
and moves.” 

Duran said as students move 
from one district to the next, the 
schools (ail to accept transfer credits 
He said new proficiency tests and 
requirements further restrain the 
students’ progress 

Dusan said academic records do 
not reflect the migrant farmworker 
students educational experiences 
and abilities, but proyects like CAMP 
will help to offset these limitations

Runners are everywhere; take a look around Some run 
a little, some run a lot. A select lew make it a lifestyle, 
participating in every event all year long. Those who are 
dedicated to the sport should find success 

Such is the case for Hornet runner Krisia Roberts 
Currently runrung for the women's cross country team, 
Roberts has already covered more miles at age 20 than 
many people will in a hletume. Her constant desre to run 
has paid off with fine pertormances. 

Roberts began running 10 years ago with a Sacra 
mento club called the Wills Spikettes. lromcally, her coach 
then ie her coach now, Jerry Colman, With running 
expenence in her favor, Roberts had no trouble when it 
came to track and cross country at Rio Amencano High 
School.

CSUS nullified the Humboldt 
attack with a strong match at both 
the net and the service line.

sCampus Scene 
Indians, Traders Return To Sutter’s Fort

It's a general cleaning day here at Sutter's fort, where an increas. 
ing number of settlers, trappers and traders are stopping off before 
heading up the Oregon trail, via the Sierra range next spring. Since the 
terrible tragedy that struck the Donner party near the Big Lake (Lake Tahoe) 
last winter, many settlers are wary of heading north so soon before the winter. 

Built only six years ago by Captain John A. Sutter, the fort is growing in 
large proportions. Already Captain Sutter has acquired numerous cattle herds 
from local ranchos, and trade is high. 

Due to migrai:on toward Oregon country, the fort renders several services 
for settlers, traders and mountain men. Candles are dipped and sold here, 
there is a blacksrnith available to fix horse shoes or repair damaged wagon 
wheels and muskets. Shawls and serapes are woven on great looms for the 
cold winter month». There is a tanning shop for leather goods, such as boots 
and saddles. 

Nurnerous bunkhouses are available for settlers to rest and take care of 
themselves for as long as they wish. If there’s a need for work or supplies, 
Captain Sutter can always use workers. Squaws will trade their goods for 
anything of value. 

One half-breed squaw, Tillmea, said she would even take unwanted 

* young’uns for payment for necessary goods, like knives, traps and 
gunpowder. 

The fort also provides education for children of all ages. There are two 
school marms who teach children to read, write and speak English, and do 
simple arithmetic. The children are educated for the duration of their stay 
here. Various games like kickball and stick games are also played 

Captain Sutter makes sure that no one goes hungry here. A satisfying 
gruel consisting of various grains, vegetables, with mule and deer meat is 
served. Bread 1s also baked in the large beehive oven. 

Three major Indian tribes (Miwok, Modoc, and Winton) are located in 
and around the fort. Lately, a large number of Indians have been afflicted by 
typhus, while settlers have been only mildly affected. Already several 
hundred Indians have died, and the fort's doctor 1s working overtime to help 
the others. Medication doesn't appear to control the disease, but does tend to 
ease the discomfort. Dosages of herbs, extracts from leaves and hefty belts of 
alcohol have been helpful. 

For the most part, the Indian people have been very helpful to Captain 
Sutter, especially the Miwok tribe. They have been patrolling the fort, 
keeping a sharp watch for the Modoc and other hostile Indians. The 

Cosumnes Indians have presented the only problem. Camping about seven 
miles from the fort, the Indians are raiding the fort, stealing horses for 
consumption and supphes. 

To deal with this situation and the threat of Mexican attacks, Sutter has 
trained militia on alert every hour of the day. The fort 1s also equipped with 
cannon mounts to be used if necessary. The militia consists of young men and 
boys who could not make it to the southern part of California to aid in the war 
against the Mexicans.

A large number of trappers, traders and mountain men have filtered into 
Sutter's fort from the high country. Several of the trappers and mountain men 
were from the Big Mountain Lake located in the Washoe Indian country. 
With a fairly successful trapping season now over, the men are settling at the 
fort to excape a fast approaching winter in the Sterra’s. A few of the women 
settlers have expressed concern ovey the delay of their husbands, who are up 
scouting country in Oregon. 

Reverend-Major James Sinclear maintains the moral and spiritual 
standard of the community at Sutter's fort. Rev. Sinclear conducts a weekly 
prayer meeting for those of differing religious denominations. He also has a 
Sunday service of the same nature. The Reverend pointed out that because of 
varied kinds of people entering Sutter's, he has a difficult job. “There are 20 
men per every one woman, and most of the women are married; that presents 
a problem,” he said. “There is a large amount of drinking done around here 
also.” 

On the whole, however, Captain Sutter is pleased with the flourishing 
trade at the fort. He is looking forward to a bountiful harvest in the next 
month 
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A year later gold was discovered in Coloma, near Sutter's fort. Soon

Califorma was to be rampaged by miners, and everyone else interested in 
striking it rich; creating a population boom. The fort became a major trading 
post especially for the miners. This was to continue. But as time went on , the 
fort was gradually deteriorating. Workers were flocking to the hills in search 
of gold, and Captain Sutter was finding it increasingly difficult to keep help. In 
1880, Sutter died penniless in Washington D.C. trying to get a pension from 
the U.S. government for the land he had been able to open up im the west. 

Today, Sutter's fort 1s a historical state park monument. The Sacramento’ 
State Park Docent program has been able to revive the colorful past of 
Sutter's fort. The artifacts of the era are well-preserved and maintain the 
same rustic quality they had over a century ago. The Docent program trains 
volunteers to re-live the time period of the monument. These volunteers wear 
costumes and use the tools of the day, living and talking as they would during’ 
the time period. Sutter's fort has four Living History days during the year, 
where visitors are transported back to centuries past. Recently the Doceat 
program has gained momentum and similar living history days are planned 
for Old Sacramento, the Governor's Mansion and the California State 
Railroad Museum.

According to a Barbara Walters 
interview, Burt Reynolds loves child 
ren and wants to be a father, but he 
doesn't want to get married. And as 
it turns out, so does Burt's character, 
Buddy Evans, in his 33rd film, 
“Paternity.” 

However, if art wnitated life more 
closely, this movie may have turned 
out to be even funnier 

Reynolds. as testified by his 
honorary degrees, awards and per 
sonal appearances, is a warm, 
genuinely witty! unselfish and sensi- 
tive man. Buddy Evans could take a 
few lessons. 

Evans is the manager of Madison 
Square Garden, a bon vivant bache- 
lor who has everything, but at 44, 
feels less than complete. Counsel 
from his lawyer (Paul Dooley) and 
doctor (Norman Fell) indicates that 
he needs to marry — have children. 
He takes their advice — sort of. He 
opts to father the child and raise it 
without a mother 

The search ts on for a surrogate 
mother. Adoption is out as Evans’ 
ego dictates that the child must be @ 
part of him. At first, he proposes the 
business arrangement to old “ac 
quaintances.”’ But when reactions 





laughter, he seeks the aid of his 
laywer who also gets frustrated with 
the job (“I'm a lawyer, not a pimp!”). 

These tries at finding a mother 
for-hire are the film’s funniest mo- 
ments — especially those involving a 
not-truly pretty candidate and a 
misunderstood meeting with an 
intenor decorator (Lauren Hutton) 

The pace is quick and the dia 
logue, effective. Comedian/actor 
David Steinberg makes his director 
ial debut here and is not at all 
embarrassed. Though Reynolds’ 
performance does not match his 
then-surprising characterization of 
Phil Potter in “Starting Over,” the 
main fault of any weaknesses has to 
be with writer Charlie Peters. 

Peters’ portrait of Buddy Evans is 
one of selfishness, ummaturity, and 
insensitivity. Sure, he likes kids and 
vice-versa, but what of his relation. 
ships with adults? Even his gemal 
housekeeper Celia (outstanding 
portrayal by Juanita Moore) calls 
him a “‘cold fish.” A running gag has 
Evans’ plants and fish dying upon his 
touch. 

Evans’ eventual choice of a 
pay-mommy is Maggie (Beverly 
D'Angelo), a young waitress who 
wants the $50,000 fee to continue 








ing) in Paris. She is independent and 
chafes at his strict health regimen 
and selfish attitude. Maggie peddles 
along on her exer-bike, her teeth 
gnashing and voice silent — while 
staring at a card that reads “$50,000.” 

As the laughs slow down in the 
remaining third of the film, | wonder 
why Maggie agreed to only $50,000 
— this Evans is a creep. But then 
again, she didn’t know him when the 
contract was signed, 

One scene has Evans sitting 
alone in a darkened room watching 
TV. Maggie enters and asks him 
what he’s doing. “I'm watching Mr 
Rogers,” he replies, “Know why | 
like him? Because he likes me just 
the way | am.” 

The ending is predictable, but this 
is acomedy. And a pretty good one, 
too — save for a nasty character. 
D'Angelo is winning as the brass 
player/waitress who sought only to 
make a few bucks. 

“Paternity” isn’t likely to give 
birth to any Oscar nominations, but 
it certainly shouldn't be a movie 
choice aborted by film-goers.
